Pursuant to MPEP § 606.01, the title has been changed to —Disc drive with shockproof 
mechanism having trav with block preventing escape of cam shaft from track —. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither shows nor suggests a block, at an end of a track in a disc drive tray, for preventing 
a shaft escaping from said track. Although closed tracks are known in the art, the prior art of 
record neither shows nor suggests replacing a track end wall with a block.
